Of 745 Drug Subjects, Only 127 Have 
Completed 'TestSr-'No Unusual. 
Discoveries’ Are Reported

SAN FRANCISCO. Oct. 1*— Two. ye*ri 
igo when Congres* learned that hundreds 
of Americans were given the hallucino- 
genic drug LSD under programs set up 
by the Army in the 1950'i and 1960's, 
the Surgeon General of the Army prom- 
ised to do followup teats on Army person- 
nel who had been a dmmi e tw ed the drag. 

The Array now reports that, o t the 746 
people who have been identified as sub- 
jects in the LSD tests, 127 have complet- 
ed the physical and psychological testing 
program set up at Walter Reed Array 
Medical Center. 

Another 176 persons have agreed to 
take examinations but their tests have 
been held up pending results of the earlier 
tests, said Maj. Dale Keller, an Army 
spokesman. “So far there have been no 
unusual discoveries,” Major Keller said. 
But he added than all the data have not 
yet been analyzed. 

Ha explained that from January to July 
this year 50. of the LSD subjects, w e re 
randomly selected and matched with the 
comparable control group of 50 other 
present or former* Army personnel who 
had never been given LSD. :t,f > • » 

Both groups were then given five days 
of intensive physical and peychotogieai 
testa at Walter Reed Hospital. “We have 
to first establish a norm, then see if the 
people who were given the LSD deviate 
from the no rm.^ Major Keller said. 
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Although the results of those compari- 
son tests are still being eta mined, be said, 
there have been some preliminary find- 
ings- “Some o# the people descr i be d flash- 
backs soon after the LSD experiment*, 1 * 
he said, “but no unusual disease* were 
observed. The evaluation of poeaible brain 
damage is not complete for long-term ef- 
fects on psychoneurological functions.” 
Major Keller said that four persons who 
had been subjects in the LSD experiments 
filed lawsuits against the Army in the 
last two years because of injuries they 
say they suffered in the experiments. He 
said mat none of the suits had been re- 
solved.

He hired an attorney who wrote the 
Army but did not receive any information 
bout Mr. Thom we 11 until this month 
when the documents were obtained 
through the Freedom of Information Act. 

Major Keller acknowledged that the 
Army did not respond to Mr. Thornwell's 
attorney for more than a year. He said 
it was because the followup program was 
not Ln effect when the attorney first 
wrote.

Major Keller said that, of the 566 per- 
a greed to be tested, including the 127 
tested so fan 146 were- undecided or had 
not responded; 39 had refused to be ex- 
amined and 22 were deed. He said that 
56 more were in: the Air- Force and were 
being handled thete. 

He said that because of the lapse in 
time since the . LSD' experiments, w hich - 
ended in 1967; ;_ th* Army bad required 
the help of other Government agencies 
to find the personnel.' Because of the 
privacy act, this was done by sending 
a sealed letter with a return address to 
an agency such as the* Internal Revenue 
Service to be forwarded to the person. 

There are also- hundreds of civilian* 
who were given LSD under Array con- 
tract programs, most of which will never 
be contacted. Major Keller said. There 
were 54 Army contracts for "nerve 
agent” and "incompacitating agent” 
studies, some of which involved LSD, He 
said. 

“The Army received responses from 
three of four universities involved in 
Army contract LSD experiments,” he 
added. "Only one contractor did a follow- 1 
up study and no detrimental side effects I 
were found in those followed up for 20| 
years. The two other contractors would) 
not or could not provide information oaf 

those tested with LSD.” - a w / 
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
